SUNDAY AND THE COMMANDMENT 


It seems to us that the New York Outlook, a religious publica- 


tion of high standing takes quite the right view of Sunday. It 
argues that observance of llie day as one of rest is not founded upon 
thi commandment, six days shall thou labor and on the seventh, the 
SabbatlC rest. Neither does it hinge on the right of religions peo- 
ple not to lta\ e their services interfered with, though, they have that 
right. In so far as the Ian is concerned, it is 'based upon the exper- 
icnea of'mankind, which indicates, if it has not absolutely demon- 
strated, that one day of rest in s'even is necessary to the health and 
well hem,} of the community. The use of parks, and playgrounds, 
non-professional athletics, without gate receipts, free music in the 
->arks and 'access to tho city-housed to the country are permissible 
diversions for Sunday. Approaches of commercial enterprises'upou 
the day are objectionable and should be prohibited. 


It mast be confessed that it is hard to draw an exactly line of- 


what is permissible and what is aot. More clarity of view might be 
obtained if we were able to divorce the religious view of the day from 
its civil establishment, but that, in itself, is well nigh impossible and 
iu discussion is always forgotten. For instance, we know people 
who are really shocked that the band plays in the park on Sundays 
end street cars run .on Sunday, but these same ^ood people see no 
harm whatsoever in loading up an automobile with their families 
and going on a drive of fifty or a hundred miles. This is no asser- 
tion either that they are any more inconsistent than are we whot 
favor base ball on Sunday, though we would not have the theatres 
open, nor the Outlook, which would permit low-priced musical enter- 
tainments in halls, but would draw the line on grand opera. The 
only common ground seems to be toleration of the views of others 
and a common resolve that the day shall not 'he commercializes 
beyond a certain point of public service and necessity. 
'
